NEWARK—-The political 
system had an unusual surprise 
in Union, Essex and Hudson 
counties last Tuesday. Mayor 
Glenn D. Cunningham of the 
31st District in Jersey City, 
Senator Sharpe James of the 
29th Legislative District in 
Newark and State Senator Nia 
Gill of the 34th Legislative 
District in Montclair were all 
heavily contested in their races, 
but eventually gained backing 
from their communities to 
clinch their districts. Plainfield 
Mayor Albert McWilliams, 
who claimed the majority of the 
city’s Democratic Committee, 

“foresees a rapid and permanent 
change in the future of African- 
American politics in New 
Jersey and beyond. ee 

The victory parade started 
with Mayor Sharpe James’ tri- 
umph over Newark 
Councilman Luis Quintana in 
solid fashion. Although James 
romped over his opponent by 
more than 3,000 votes, he felt 
the victory came at the expense 
of his former nemesis Cory 
Booker, whom James defeated 
in the city’s race for mayor last 
May. For now, the win enables 
James to make a bid at another 
four-year term as Mayor of the 
city and will also allow him to 
pursue his current agenda. 

Mayor Glenn D. 
Cunningham clinched the 
Democratic nomination for 
state Senate in the 31st District, 
but it wasn’t an easy task. 

“It felt very good because it 
was a long, difficult campaign,” 
said Cunningham, who soundly 
defeated Jersey City Council 
President L. Harvey Smith and 
Bayonne attorney Vincent 
Militello in the primary. 

Thanks to the residents of 
Bayonne and Jersey City 
remembering that adolescent 
saying, “sticks and stones may 
break my bones, but words will 
never hurt”, Cunningham 
emerged victorious. 

“My reputation was on 
solid ground and I prevailed,” 
said Cunningham. 

Cunningham experienced 
sort of a roller coaster ride dur- 
ing the last two months because 
his opponents took “shots” at

him about crime-related activi- 
ties that occurred in Hudson 
County during the campaign 
process. He claimed that Smith 
and Militello paid for ads to run 
on television and in newspapers 
suggesting Cunningham be 
held responsible for a jailbreak 
and a Lincoln High School 
shooting that supposedly was 
fatal. However, he denied that 
he was ever in charge of moni- 
toring the jail when it was bro- 
ken into and that the Lincoln 
incident was a partial lie. 

“What’s true is that there 
was an incident there, but it 
wasn’t fatal, nor my fault,” 
Cunningham said. 

The incidents didn’t have 
much of an impact on the elec- 
tion, though. He easily won 47 
percent of the votes compared 
to Smith’s 39. Militello fin- 
ished third with 14 percent of

the tallies, many of which came 
from his hometown. 

“They unloaded their can- 
nons but they lost because peo- 
ple don’t like liars,” 
Cunningham exclaimed. 

With little support from the 
Democratic Committee 
Leadership in Essex and 
Passaic counties, State Sen. Nia 
Gill was able to upend LeRoy 
Jones, Jr. in a very tough race 
for the 34th Legislative District. 
Gill received 54 percent of the 
votes compared to Jones’s 44, 
solidifying a victory that many 
believed to be unimaginable. 

She now plans to continue 
her long legislative agenda as 
well as work closely and dili- 
gently for tax reform with the 
Essex County Democratic party 
before her bid for a four-year 
term begins in November.

and titled “The Perfect Arc: 
Physics Answers a Shooter’s 
Dream,” featured a method for 
finding the highest margin of 
error in a basketball shot. 
Aliyah Williams of West 
Side High School captured 
third place with her poster 
“Cloning and Expression of 
Mycobacterium Tuberculosis 
Gene” that explained how 
genes are cloned in an effort to 
use the proteins for a new 


tuberculosis test. Students 
Jaquatah Williams, Ambiori 
Simed and Valencia Bailey, 
also of West Side High School, 
took fourth place with their 
poster “Sensory Perception and 
Hissing Cockroaches,” describ- 
ing the reaction times of hissing 
cockroaches as they 
approached different foods.

awarded to Akelima Ali and 
Fatima Abdul-Hakeem of West 
Side High School, Sarah 
Adambedo of East Orange 
Campus High School, and 
Jessica Smith, Markell Wilson 
and Michael Wilson of 
Malcolm X. Shabazz High 
School.

For the past eight years, 
Serena Williams has dazzled, 
stunned and out dueled some of 
tennis’ biggest players to reach the 
pinnacle of the sport. Lindsay 
Davenport, Martina Hingis, and at 
certain times, her sister Venus 
have all fallen victim to her God- 
given abilities of power, speed and 
mental toughness. She has tallied 
over 230 victories in her career, 
with 34 coming by way of the 
Grand Slam and captured the U.S. 
Open, French Open and 
Wimbledon titles last year from 
her eternal rival Venus, catapulting 
her to the number one player on 
the World Tennis Association 
(WTA) rankings chart. 

Recently, though, Serena’s run 
at a 35th Grand Slam came to a 
bitter end at the French Open, los- 
ing in three sets to Justine Henin- 
Hardenne, a Belgian native. 
During that match, fans in the 
Paris seats were consistently heck- 
ling and booing causing Williams 
to choke for the first time in her 
career. Serena’s mother, Oracene 
Price, heavily criticized the fans at 
the post-match press conference, 
referring to them as “showing lack 
of class and total ignorance with- 
out knowledge of the etiquette of 
tennis.” 

She was 100 percent correct 
because the bottom line here is “so 
what if Serena has a different per-

Just as Tiger Woods has done 
with golf, Serena is steadily gener- 
ating more interest from minori- 
ties not just for her overall ability, 
but because of the way she pres- 
ents and expresses herself—on 
and off the court. 

If she has done enough to help 
revolutionize the sport of tennis 
since the days of Arthur Ashe, then 
those efforts should be enough for 
the media and the fans to live with.

Why not a Historically Black College?

Choosing a college has 
been the biggest decision of 
my life so far. During high 
school, I visited UCLA, USC, 
and Pepperdine, which are 
among the best in the country, 
but still I wasn’t impressed. 
The people were unfriendly, 
the faculty seemed disinterest- 
ed and although the campuses 
were beautiful and close t 
home, the atmosphere was 
bleak and uninviting. 

It wasn’t until the end of 
my junior year when I went on 
the Black College Tour that I 
found my new home. The tour 
visited 15 Historically Black 
College and Universities and 
for me the trip was a revela- 
tion. Why hadn’t I been con- 
sidering these institutions?The 
students were welcoming; the 
faculty was hospitable and 
though I was only a prospec- 
tive student, counselors were 
willing to lend helping hands 
that would guide me through 
the often-frustrating admis- 
sions process. 

At most of the colleges we 
visited we met the president, 
which was a pleasure I never 
experienced at a traditionally 
white institution. In one week, 
I felt the most comfortable on 
a college campus I had ever 


point on I knew that I would be 
a future Pulitzer Prize winner 
who graduated from a HBCU! 

All HBCUs came into 
existence before 1955, at a 
time when black students were 
largely barred from other insti- 
tutions of higher education. 
Their mission was to provide 
these students with opportuni- 
ties for scholarship and profes- 
sional training.Although there 
is a lot of support for HBCUs, 
some people still haven’t got a 
clue. 

Many fail to realize, 
behind many of today’s promi- 
nent black leaders lies a col- 
lege education at a HBCU. 
Famous graduates include 
political figures Douglas 
Wilder and Andrew Young Jr.; 
writers Toni Morrison and 
Alice Walker; television per- 
sonalities Oprah Winfrey and 
Phylicia Rashad; even chore- 
ographer Debbie Allen. Past 
HBCU graduates include 
Martin Luther King Jr., 
Medgar Evers, Rosa Parks, 
Thurgood Marshall, Ralph 
Ellison, W.E.B. Du Bois and 
Booker T. Washington. 

The high level of unity at 
HBCUs is priceless and the 
supportive environment lowers 
your stress level enabling you 
to do better academically. 
_HBCUs are distinctively able 


leaders by focusing 


on teaching students how to 
fight oppression and to repre- 
sent the black community. 
They are innovative in incor- 
porating community service 
into their curricula, hence 
preparing students for involve- 
ment in their communities. 
They train students for 
careers in the social service 
occupations, agriculture, engi- 
neering, fine arts and the pro- 
fessions.The first thing you 
notice when you arrive at a 
HBCU is that the odds are in 
your favor. The student to fac- 
ulty ratio is low, which means 
you have ample opportunity to 
get help outside the classroom. 
Professors make themselves 
available by providing their 
office number, home number, 
e-mail address and sometimes 
even their cell phone number. 
No one at a HBCU wants you 
to fail; therefore, they go 
above and beyond the call of 
duty to ensure your success. 
The argument is HBCUs 
don’t give you a clear sense of 
the real world. “Why would 
you go to a HBCU when the 
world is not all black?” 
Through my experience, I have 
concluded that going to an 
HBCU is a plus for minorities 
trying to get internships and 
entering the work force.Most 
fortune 500 companies recruit 
„at HBCUs because they under- 


stand the importance of diver- 
sity, graduate schools always 
look for minority students and 
HBCUs have the leading 
acceptance rates into medical 
and law school among black 
graduates. 

HBCUs provide a more 
socially interconnected envi- 
ronment for minority students; 
they provide an education that 
is racially sensitive to the 
needs of minority students; 
they are successful at prepar- 
ing students for leadership 
roles in their communities; and 
they effectively prepare stu- 
dents for the job market. The 
history behind our black col- 
leges and their contribution to 
society is beyond extraordi- 
nary and inspiring. 

If you are considering col- 
lege, why not consider attend- 
ing a school where the odds 
are in your favor—a school 
with a good reputation, a 
school that has an interesting 
set of course offerings, a 
school your parents like, a 
school where the cost of living 
in the area is lower, a school 
that is close to home/or far 
away from home, a school that 
is good at placing students in 
jobs, and a school where most 
students actually finish—why 
not choose a HBCU!

After 20 years of working 
under the Democratic 
Committee machine and chair- 
man Jerry Green in Plainfield, 
things are starting to look 
bright for Mayor Albert 
McWilliams and his commu- 
nity. McWilliams, who also 
won the choices for two seats 
on the city council, believes 
that the citizens of Plainfield 
are getting a better understand- 
ing of what they want for the 
future. 

“Its very rewarding to see 
that the voters want to see a 
change and get away from all 
the bickering and the past,” 
said McWilliams. 

With the option of hand- 
picking his seats for the coun- 
cil, McWilliams is recruiting 
individuals who will con- 
tribute to the future of his city. 

“T want to bring in people 
who have a real vision for the 
city and who want to see 
progress,” McWilliams said. 
“I’m looking to seek ways to 
reduce taxes and cut down 
heavily on crimes.” 

On the whole election per- 
spective, he was extremely 
impressed with the -other 
Democrats that secured their 
districts, notably Glenn 
Cunningham and Nia Gill. A 
big positive for that; he says, is 
that the communities are tak- 
ing a more serious approach to 
their politics. 

“(Gill and Cunningham) 
are both dynamic leaders,” 
said McWilliams. “Their vic- 
tories show that people are not 
looking at a name that they see 
on the ballot and are thinking 
more.

Minorities living in rela- 
tively wealthy New York City 
neighborhoods are more likely 
to receive mental health care in 
emergency rooms and hospitals 
than white people living in the 
same areas, a new study con- 
cludes. 

The trend may suggest that 
minorities in these neighbor- 
hoods are receiving sporadic 
“crisis” care rather than regular 
mental health care. Blacks and 
Hispanics who live in low- 
poverty areas are also more 
likely to be referred to public 
mental health services by 
police or social services per- 
sonnel rather than family or 
friends, as is the case for white 
residents. 

“Minorities in low-poverty 
areas may stand out as more 
‘attention-worthy’ than others 
— more visible — such that 
their deviant behaviors are 
readily recognized and con- 
strained,” suggest Julian Chun- 
Chung Chow, Ph.D., of the 
University of California, 
Berkeley, and colleagues. 

The research, published in 
the American Journal of Public 
Health, is one of the first stud- 
ies conducted outside of 
California that compares men- 
tal health services use by 
minorities living at different 
poverty levels, the researchers 
say. 

Chow and colleagues com- 
pared public mental health 
services use among 33,278 
white, 23,683 black, 19,849 
Hispanic and 1,275 Asian 


Marijuana Still Most 
Widely Used Drug

According to the latest 
information from NIDA 
(National Institute on Drug 
Abuse) marijuana is the most 
widely used illicit drug among 
America’s youth. The statistics 
show that some of the drugs 
being abused more frequently 
are those that are falsely 
believed to be ‘safe’. We are 
facing a tremendous knowledge 
gap about the very real dangers 
of drugs, like Ecstasy and mar- 
ijuana. 

The use of marijuana can 
produce adverse physical, men- 
tal, emotional, and behavioral 
changes, and, contrary to popu- 
lar belief, it can be addictive. 
Ecstasy has been proven to 
cause brain damage and both 
drugs damage the levels of 


patients in low- and high- 
poverty areas in New York. In 
their study, low-poverty areas 
were defined as zip code 
regions where fewer than 20 
percent of households were 
below the poverty level. High- 
poverty areas were those in 
which 20 percent or more of 
the households were living 
above the poverty level. 

Minority mental health 
service users were more likely 
than white users to live in high- 
poverty areas. Twenty-seven 
percent of Asian patients, 49 
percent of black patients and 61 
percent of Hispanic patients 
lived in these poorer neighbor- 
hoods, compared with 15 per- 
cent of their white counter- 
parts. 

Compared to the overall 
population in low-poverty 
neighborhoods, a dispropor- 
tionately high number of black 
and Hispanic residents in low- 
poverty areas used public men- 
tal health services, the 
researchers found. The number 
of white and Asian patients 
using the public services in 
low-poverty areas was lower 
than expected. 

Chow and colleagues’ find- 
ings also suggest that youth are 
important users of public men- 
tal health services. They note 
that 25 percent of black and 
Hispanic public services 
patients, along 10 percent of 
white and Asian patients, were 
18 years old or younger. These 
percentages were the same in 
both low- and high-poverty 
neighborhoods. 

The study was supported by 
the National Institute of Aging.

APPROVED FOR 
CHRONIC PROSTATE 
INFECTION 


The U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration has approved 
Levaquin (levofloxacin) to 
treat recurrent infection of 
the prostate gland known as 
chronic bacterial prostatitis 
(CBP), according to the 
drug’s marketer, Ortho- 
McNeil Pharmaceutical Inc. 

CBP is among the top 
reasons for men visiting 
urologists, and as many as 
35 percent of men over 50 
may have the condition, the 
drug maker says. CBP can 
be caused by a number of 
bacteria. Accounting for 
some 2 million outpatient 
visits every year, the condi- 
tion’s symptoms include 
increase in the urge to uri- 
nate, difficulty or pain while 
urinating, chills, fever, and 
lower-back pain. Levaquin, 
first marketed in 1997, is 
also FDA-approved to treat 
several types of pneumonia, 
urinary tract infections, 
sinusitis, and bronchitis. 


FISH OIL PREVENTS 
IRREGULAR HEART- 
BEATS 


For years, scientists have 
known that eating such oily 
fish as salmon, tuna or blue- 
fish regularly could prevent 
sudden cardiac death. 
According to new research 
appearing in the June 3 
issue of Circulation, fatty 
acids in this type of fish are 
stored in individual heart 
cells and serve to prevent 
irregular heart rhythms (also 
known as arrhythmias) by 
working through the heart's 
calcium and sodium chan- 
nels. 

Sudden cardiac death 
causes at least 250,000 
deaths each year in the 
United States alone, says 
the American Heart 
Association (AHA). This type 
of death occurs unexpected- 
ly and in people who may or 
may not have diagnosed 
heart disease. Most cardiac 
arrests occur as a result of 
life-threatening arrhythmias.

The unfortunate upshot 
is that this Italian Job delivers 
plenty of bells and whistles but 
not enough substance to hold a 
thinking person’s attention. 

The fun starts in Venice

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John Singleton: The 2 Fast 2 Furious Interview 


with Kam William 


John Daniel Singleton was 
born in South Central, LA on 
January 6, 1968 to Danny 
Singleton and Sheila Ward who 
separated soon after his birth. 

On the fast track to success, 
John studied scriptwriting at 
USC and was signed to write 
and direct Boyz N the Hood 
(1991) during his sophomore 
year of college. At 24, he 
became the youngest director 
ever to be nominated for an 
Academy Award for that criti- 
cally-acclaimed slice of ghetto 
life. 

Mr. Singleton has made six 
movies since, most notably, 
Rosewood (1997), Shaft (2000) 
and Baby Boy (2001). His latest 
film, 2 Fast 2 Furious, is a 
sequel of sorts to The Fast and 
the Furious, though he had to 
try to rekindle the magic sans 
stars Vin Diesel and Michelle 
Rodriguez. 

Here, he talks about his lat- 
est and about a couple of his 
homies he’s made movies with: 
the late Tupac Shakur, and 
Tyrese, the Watts-born Tommy 
Hilfiger model-turned crooner- 
turned MTV Jams host-turned- 
actor who made an impressive 
big screen debut in the title role 
of Baby Boy (2001) and who 
now stars in 2 Fast 2 Furious. 

KW: What challenges did 
you face in taking on the sequel 
of such a successful film? 

JS: “The biggest challenge 
was to try to find a way to do 
this movie and make it totally 
unique and different from the 
first. The first thing we thought 
about were the cars. We wanted 
to make these cars really hot 
and really new. We said we 
were going to have cool paint 
jobs and we were going to trick 
‘em out and get as many spon- 
sors as we could to put as many 
of the cool things on these cars 
that the ordinary street kid 
couldn’t afford as possible. So, 
we basically made cars that 
would just blow people away 
when they saw them.” 

KW: How did you 
approach the action sequences? 

JS: “One of the things that 
helped me formulate how I 
wanted to shoot this movie was 
watching a lot of Japanese 
Anime and playing this game 
on Playstation 2 called Gran 
Turismo 2. The video games 
helped me to divorce myself 
from thinking that there’s a set 
way to shoot car footage.” 

KW: Playing video games 
is one thing, but how did you 
figure out how to adapt them 
into stunt scenes, like cars fly- 
ing off bridges? 

JS: “I went to film school, 
bro. I’ve been shooting movies 
for over ten years.” 

KW: But aren’t you known 
more for realistic, slice-of-life 
flicks? 

JS: “I don’t want anybody 


to pigeonhole me as a director 
that does only one type of 
movie. I may do a film with 
Harrison Ford or Brad Pitt, but 
it’s still going to have a whole 
lot of soul behind it, because 
that’s just how I bring it.” 

KW: What makes a car 
chase exciting? 

JS: “Danger. If you have a 
sense of danger, then you really 
feel like something’s in jeop- 
ardy. If you don’t have a sense 
of danger within a car chase, 
then you just lose it. You have 
to feel like somebody’s going to 
eat it or get hurt. It’s all about 
tension and rhythm and pace.” 

KW: What kind of car do 
you drive? 

JS: “Usually, I drive a big 
Lexus LX-470, which seats like 
8, cause I have my kids in the 
car. But I have a sexy car for 
Daddy, though, after this movie. 
I got me a convertible 
Mercedes that’s being worked 
on right now. I’m getting it 
tricked out. Itd gonna look 
good with cool rims, but I’m 
not gonna get any turbo boost in 
it.” 

KW: How responsible do 
you feel for 2 Fast 2 Furious? 

JS: “Hugely responsible. I 
was responsible for how the 
film looked, who was in it, and 
the logistics of how it would be 
shot. That’s my job as direc- 
tor.The whole picture, the 
music.” 

KW: How’d you feel about 
having to do the sequel without 
Vin? 

JS: “The cool thing is that I 
got the job because of my asso- 
ciation with Tyrese. When Vin 
decided he.didn’t want.to.do the 
movie, the head of the studio 
called me and asked me what I 
thought about casting Tyrese. I 
said, ‘I think he’s going to be a 
huge star.’ And in the next 
breath the guy asked me if I 
wanted to direct it. And I said 
I'd do it, if Tyrese wants to do 
it. And that’s how we ended 
coming on.the movie.” 

KW: But how do you do a 
Fast and Furious sequel without 
Vin Diesel? 

JS: “T think I answered that 
by making the movie. Look at 
it. Thank God he didn’t do the 
movie, cause now it’s even 
more fresh and new. I wouldn’t 
havehad it any other way, even 
if I'd had a choice.” 

KW: You’ve been support- 
ing Tyrese for a long time, say- 
ing he’s going to be a big star. 
Why so? 

JS: “Yeah, I’ ve been saying 
that even before we did Baby 
Boy together and nobody 
believed me. Then they saw 
how he put it on and went, 
‘Whoa!’ This time we want to 
show how funny he could be as 
opposed to how serious he was 
in Baby Boy. We wanted get 
across in this picture that he’s 
got this really funny, magnetic 
personality.” 


KW: You were friends with 
Tupac Shakur and gave him his 
first starring role in Poetic 
Justice. Do you ever think about 
the fact that his murder is still 
unsolved? 

JS: “I try to think about it 
sometimes, but it really dis- 
heartens me, knowing: Pac and 
knowing what he was about. It’s 
really difficult because that’s a 
subject close to my heart.
